THE CENTENNIAL AND THE BOOK- 
TRADE. 


WE have not noticed among the members of 
the book-trade that same glow of Centennial en- 
thusiasm which marked some other callings. 
No float appeared in the industrial proces- 
sion representing either extreme of the Seaside 
Library or the “Century Dictionary.” Nor 
were the great publishing or bookselling houses 
of New York so lavish in their display of bunt- 
ing or in the variegated colors of other material 
left by the rain as other trades. In our last 
issue we printed an interesting review of the state 
of bookselling in New York City 100 years ago, 
from the admirable commemorative volume 
which A. D. F. Randolph & Co. have’ published ; 
the contrast from that day to this is of course 
great, but after all there has been almost no 
calling in which the gain has been relatively less 
in some respects than that of thé book-trade. 
In the century the gain has been very great, but 
in the half century or in the past thirty years it 
has not been great, so that the general feeling in 
the trade is probably not one of astonishment at 
our triumphs of a century in book-dealing. In 
other words, even the best-known publishing 
houses have not as much relative influence on the 
public as they or their predecessors had a third of 
a century ago. 

Yet in that time we have brought mechanical 
book-making to a very high state of perfection, 
and in one department, that of the illustration of 
books, we have reached a point (by the help of the 
magazines) which no one could have prophesied a 
third of a century ago, Our great magazines and 
the books which are made up from them or 
which rival their products in public interest, and 
such vast undertakings as the ‘‘ Century Diction- 
ary,” 


and American printing-presses. . Within the 


century, indeed, America has led the world in 
developing the art of printing through the influ- 
ence of improved printing-presses, and has con- 


are notable products of American brains, 


tributed its share in certain relations of mechani- 
cal book-making. In this we may take a just 
pride. 

But in book-publishing otherwise, and in book- 
dealing, we are not where we should be. It is the 
result, we believe, as we have time and time said, 
of unwise trade methods which have been becom- 
ing worse and are still becoming worse year by 
year. The publishing trade ‘‘ proper,” as it is 
sometimes called, has not kept pace with the 
times. Many of the old houses have let a large 
volume of business go into the hands of “cheap 
publishers,” who supply the public with large 
numbers of books printed in what Carlyle would 
call a cheap and nasty way, while a little foresight 
and wisdom of method would have supplied the 
public in a better way, at not much increase of 
cost and with more satisfaction all round. Within 
the last generation we have seen in the dry-goods 
business an enormous inprovement in business 
methods, and as a matter of fact the so-called dry- 
goods houses, by virtue of keener methods, have 
taken a good deal of the trade of the book-dealers 
proper. We have always held and still hold that 
a better system on the part of the great publish- 
ers of historic names, and other publishers who 
are called part of the regular trade, might build 
up in this country in books as they have done in 
magazines, a people’s literature which would have 
given the bookstores opportunity for existence and 
prevented the breaking to pieces of the distributing 
machinery which we now so much lament. It 
is not too late to introduce a new order of things, 
although the way has been suown from with- 
out rather than discovered from within. We 
are rather tired of saying this sort of thing, be- 
cause it seems to produce so little effect, but still 
it is our business to keep saying it. It is only by 
wise, far-sighted business methods that any busi- 
ness in these days of competition can keep pace 
with the growth of the country, and that the ex- 
tent and business of the book-trade is so little 
larger now among sixty millions of people than it 
was when the population was half that, or quarter 
that, .or.a tenth that, is not to the credit of our 
calling. 





WE print elsewhere an interesting letter ad- 
dressed to a person in one of the smaller cities 
of New York State, which is a printed circular 
with typewriter date inserted, that-is evidently be- 
ing distributed far and wide. It is evident that the 
fools are not all dead yet, whether they be recip- 
ients of this interesting invitation who propose to 
accept the kindly offered salary of $125 a month 
or more, or the sender who expects to obtain the 
small amounts of “$2500 (at par).” We have-not 
before heard of the signer of this letter, and do 
not know whether or not this be his real name ; 
but-.if it is: necessary to caution any o one nrg so 
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transparent a device, we beg to pass along that 
caution. The easy-going way in which “ Mr. Ap- 
pleton”’ is made president must interest the distin- 
guished gentlemen of that name, one or the other 
of whom would undoubtedly be supposed by the 
unwary to be the president of this nebulous corpo 
ration. We should put this circular aside as of 
no importance but for the fact that a recent fiasco 
which landed its promoter in the Tombs, showed 
that there are still many people who are taken in 
by just such schemes. 


WE reprint from Mr. Rider’s ‘* Book. Notes” 
an interesting expusé of a contrast between pub- 
lishers’ prices and ‘‘ our prices,” by a house which 
is both publisher and retailer of these multi- 
priced books. We give also another letter which 
seconds Mr. Rider’s suggestion that the state of 
things is not as it should be, but asks if there are 
not other more important reformsdesirable. We 
have often stated our belief that the advertising 
of a retail price by a publisher was an implied 
contract with the retailers to whom he sold books 
on that basis, which, properly construed, should 
prevent his selling single copies below that, and 
we regret that this is not the general sentiment 
or at least the general practice of the publishing 
trade. As to the relative prices of cloth-bound 
and paper books, we hope to treat that subject 
more fully later. 


THE SPRING TRADE SALE. 
SALE OF STEREOTYPE PLATES. 


On Thursday afternoon, April 25, the Trade Sale 
concluded with the dispositiun of the stock of stone 
and electrotype plates, cuts, and stamps offered by 
Charles L. Chase, assignees of Thomas R. Knox 
& Co., and three other lots. The prices for the 
Knox plant were unexpectedly good, the Mayne 
Reid set, for instance, fetching $155 per volume. 
Very little of this stock will go into the melting 
pot, that bought by Mr. Ackler being the few ex- 
ceptions, and even of this we are not certain. 
The lots credited to Knox were bought by Thos. 
R. Knox under the name of Ryerson ; the lots 
credited to Dillingham will be understvod to 
mean Charles T. Dillingham, and those marked 
Worthington went to the R. Worthington Co.

THE MORALS OF BOOK PUBLISHING. 
From S.S. Rider's ** Book Notes,” April 27. 
THERE is in Providence a firm which advertises 
itself as ‘‘ Publishers of Standard Subscription- 
Books.” This firm sells its publications by the 
subscription or agency system. It appoints 
agents for certain districts and puts them under 
the following contract: “I also hereby agree 


that I will not deliver a copy of this work to any 


one who does not actually subscribe for it, as I 
believe, for their own use, and not for sale ; and 
that I will not sell a copy to any one at anything 
less than the full retail price ; and that I will not 
sell copies of this work, directly or indirectly, to 
any book-dealer,” etc. Agents were asked to 
send for outfits at once (cash with the order), so as 
to secure a good winter's work; and the firm de- 
clared that they would “ give each agent exclusive 
right to the territory assigned him, so there wi// 
be no competition.” ‘ 
Among the books thus published and sold by 
this firm were the following, to each of which the 
price of the same, to subscribers, is affixed :

During a portion of last winter this firm issued a 


“Holiday Book List,” in which it was announced 
that the firm had leased a store at 218 West- 
minster Street, Providence, and would there make 
a ‘Great Special Holiday Sale of Books,” The 
following were among the books thus advertised :

The morals of bookselling appear at once, in 
selling to a Woons cket man, if perchance he 
happens to be at the publishers’ place of business 
(218 Westminster Street), a book for $1.45, for 
which a subscription agent at home asks him 
$4.50; ora “ Picturesque Washington ” for 80 cents 
which the agents were selling for $2.50 per copy. 

That fair dealing which must form the basis of 
all legitimate mercantile affairs seems to be quite 
absent in such a transaction. Contracts entered 
into between parties certainly could not be en- 
forced. Not only isthe moral law violated, but 
it is possible that actual fraud may bein it. Mr. 
Bouvier thus defines legally the term fraud : 

‘* Actual or positive fraud includes cases of 
the intentional and successful employment of any 
cunning, deception or artifice used to circumvent, 
cheat, or deceive another. For instance, the mis- 
representation by word or deed of material facts 
by which one exercising reasonable discretion 
and confidence is misled to his injury.” 

It is beyond question that an action for damages 
would lie against this firm in favor of every agent. 
Would a man in Woonsocket buy a book of an 
agent for $4.50 which the publishers of the book 
advertised, and here in Providence possibly sold 
for $1.45? Certainly not. Does not the pub- 
lisher put himself in direct competition with his 
agent, so that a good winter's work would be de- 
stroyed ? and had not these: things been held out 
to the agents as an inducement tor them to enter 
the business, and to buy outfits? Certainly they 
had. If the firm’s agent in Woonsocket asks and 
receives $4.50 for a book which the firm sells in 
Providence for $1.45, would not such agent be 
liable to an action for fraud? These are serious 
questions.

To the Editor of the Publishers’ Weekly: 

IN a recent number of the readable “ Book 
Notes,” published by Mr. Rider, of Providence, 
R. I., he severely criticises the action of a subscrip- 
tion-book firm, who opened a store a week or two 
before. Christmas for a ‘‘ Great Special Holiday 
Sale of Books.” This firm published “ Three Dec- 
ades of Federal Legislation,” by S. S. Cox, sub. 
price, $4.50; ‘‘ Picturesque Washington,” sub. 
price, $2.50; “Poore’s Life of Burnside,” sub. 
price, $2.50. These books were advertised at $1.45, 
80c.,, and goc. respectively. Mr. Rider thinks 
that “fair dealing, which forms the basis of all 
legitimate mercantile affairs, is quite absent in 
such transactions.” To this I think the readers 
will agree. It is evident that the books when 
sold at the immense discount, as quoted above, 
paid the publishers a fair profit, and that the sub- 
scription prices as charged were out of all pro- 
portion to the cost of making the books. 

But the question at once comes up, Are the sub- 
scription houses the only ones among the pub- 
lishers who put exorbitant prices on their bo: ks? 
Is not this the rule with most of the publishers, 
even the most prominent? Is not this seen very 
plainly even when we note the prices publishers 
place on a paper-cover edition and on.a cloth- 
cover edition of the same book? One instance 
comes to mind, and thisa book just out. Froude’s 
new novel is published at 50 cents in paper, in 
cloth at $1.50. Most booksellers pay the publish-

ers 32 cents for paper editions, and for the cloth 95 
cents. Now the difference in the two editions is 
simply the cost of the binding, and while the 
writer is not a practical binder and may be mis- 
taken, the probability is that it does not cost over 
10 cents to bind the book, but the bookseller has 
to pay 63 cents more for the bound copy than for 
the one in paper. Is not this entirely out of 
proportion to the cost? Is not this one reason 
why so few bound books of this class are sold? 
The libraries are now about the only purchasers 
of bound novels, and I do not blame the public 
for not buying bound novels at the prices 
charged, even when the bookseller sells them at 
from 20-to 25% discount. 

Why cannot such books, in fair cloth binding, 
be sold for 60, or at the most 75 cents? Walter 
Scott, an English house, has had a large sale of 
the Camelot series, books well made, well bound, 
and fit to go on the shelves of any ordinary home, 
which sell for 40 cents each retail, most book- 
sellers offering them at 35 cents net per copy. 


Is there any reason why such books cannot be - 


made here? Would it not be well for some. of 
the older publishing houses to try this experi- 
ment? I believe that the book trade would 
take pleasure in handling such books, and that 
there would be quantities sold in place of the 
Seaside and other cheap lines now kept in most 
bookstores. 
Such is the belief of at least one 
BooKSELLER.

“I am frequently in Boston,” said George R. 
Peck, the Topeka bibliosophist, to a circle of 
maniacs in the saints-and-sinners’ corner at Mc-

THE DEAREST BOOK IN THE WORLD. 
From the Bulletin de l Imprime?ie. 


Wuart was the highest price ever given for any 
book? We leave this question to be decided by 
competent authorities among book lovers. We 
may, however, venture to say that we know of 
one for which a sum of 250,000f. (£10,000) was 
paid by its present owner, the German Govern- 
ment. That book is a missal, formerly given by 
Pope Leo X. to King Henry VIII. of England, 
along with a parchment conferring on that sover- 
eign the right of assuming the title of ‘‘ Defender 
of the Faith,” borne ever since by English kings. 
Charles II. made a present of the missal to the 
ancestor of the famous Duke of Hamilton, whose 
extensive and valuable library was sold some 
years ago by Messrs. Sotheby, Wilkinson & 
Hodge,of London. The book which secured the 
highest offer was a Hebrew Bible, in the posses- 
sion of the Vatican. In 1512 the Jews of Venice 
proposed to Pope Julius II. to buy the Bible, and 
to pay for it its weight in gold. It was so heavy 
that it required two men to carry it. Indeed, it 
weighed 325 pounds, thus representing the value 
of half a million of francs (£20,000). Though 
being much pressed for money, in order to keep 
up the ‘‘Holy League” against King Louis XII. 
of France, Julius II. declined to part with the 
volume. 





FRANCO-AMERICAN COPYRIGHT. 


A CABLEGRAM dated April 27 quotes the Zemps 
as saying “that societies have been formed, en- 
titled ‘Union des Deux Mondes,’ to manifest 
bonds of sympathy between America and France, 
and to seek an amending of the American copy- 
right laws. They will organize a féte for July 4, 
and will give concerts and other entertainments.”

PRESIDENT FREDERICK AUGUSTUS PORTER 
BARNARD, of Columbia College, died April 27, 

d 80 years. He was born May 5, 1809, at 
Sheffield, Berkshire County, Massachusetts. At 
the age of nine he entered school at Saratoga 
Springs, devoting his spare time to learning the 
printing business. In 1828 he graduated from 
Yale College with high honors and began teach- 
ing in the Hartford Grammar School. In 1830 
he became tutor at Yale. In 1831 he taught in 
the Deaf and Dumb Asylum at Hartford, and in 
1832 in that of New York. His next educational 
position was as Professor of Mathematics and 
Natural Philosophy in the University of Alabama, 
at Tuscaloosa,from 1837to 1848. He was then 
transferred to the Chair of Chemistry and Natural 
History at the same institution.. This position he 
held until 1854, when he took orders in the Prot- 
estant Episcopal Church. At the outbreak of the 
civil war he came North and was elected to the 
Presidency of Columbia College, to succeed: Dr. 
Charles King.. From that time to his retirement 
from active duties last year, President Barnard’s 
energies had been directed to furthering the: in- 
terests of the college in all directions. President 
Barnard throughout his life was actively engaged 
in scientific research and in everything that ad- 
vanced the educational interests of our country, 
His writings covered a wide range of subjects. 
His first venture was an arithmeticin 1830. This 
was followed in a few years by an ‘‘ Analytic 
Grammar, with Symbolic Illustrations,” which 
has been in use for years in the principal institu- 
tions for the deaf and dumb. He contributed to 
various periodicals from 1837 on, treating ques- 
tions of astronomy, engineering, photography, 
electricity, metrology, physics, mathematics, and 
hygiene. He was editor in chief, with Prof. A. 
Guyot as associate, of ‘‘ Johnson’s Universal Cy- 
clopzdia,” published in 1873. In Field’s ‘‘ Out- 
lines of an International Code,” Dr, Barnard 
wrote the chapters on money, weights and meas- 
ures, longitude and time, and sea signals. Of the 
many-sided character of Columbia’s late Presi- 
dent, the Popular Science Monthly once said : 
‘* Among the promoters of science and liberal cult- 
ure in our time, few men have labored more effi- 
ciently and successfully than the present versatile 
oe accomplished President of Columbia Col- 
ege.” 


WE regret to note the death, on April 27, of 
Mrs. Elizabeth Lex, wife of Mr. Edmund Claxton, 
of the former firm of Claxton, Remsen, Haffel- 
finger & Co. Mr. Claxton, who himself is not in 
good health, has the sincere sympathy of all who 
know him, and of those who honor his name as 


one of the earliest and best representatives of the 


book trade. 


_ Davip GoopMAN CRo_y, one of the best-known 
journalists in this country, died at his home in 
New York City, April 29. He was born in New 
York, November 3, 1829. After graduating from 
public school he learned the trade of silversmith, 
but followed it for only one year. He then took 
a special course at the New York University, with 
the idea of entering the field of journalism. He 
subsequently became a professor of phonography 
and reporter for the Evening Post and New York 
Herald from 1855 to 1858. While on the Herald 
he was married to Miss Jennie Cunningham, bet- 
ter known asa writer over the signature of “‘ Jennie 
June.” He was connected for years with the New 
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York World, of which he was city and managing 

editor, and after that with the New York Graphic, 

on which his journalistic career ended on account 

7 ill health in1878. He was buried at Lakewood,

The /ourna/ aims to be “a paper pleas- 
antly if not luxuriously illustrated, reporting in a 
language, which is that of the multitude, every 
event in material life, which embodies a manifes- 
tation of the power and ingenuity of the human 
mind.” The first issue contains articles on tariff, 
type-writing machines, electricity, New York 
flats, French torpedo-boats, the Paris Exposi- 
tion, etc. 


THE Bibliotheca Platonica, a new bi-monthly 
journal, will be a philosophical and philological 
exponent of the writings of Plato and his school, 
including the writings of Aristotle and the Neo- 
platonists. Many important Platonic sugges- 
tions, notes, emendations, etc., made by Ameri- 
can and European scholars, never come to light 
for want of a proper organ. -Each number will 
contain a bibliography, which will register all 
current editions and translations and all treatises 
and articles relating to the philosophers and their 
writings. The codperation of all scholars is cor- 
dially invited. Papers may be written in Eng- 
lish or Latin. Thos. M.. Johnson, of Osceola, 
Missouri, is the editor. 


THE subject of Agnosticism is holding a promi- 
nent place in the English reviews at present. 
Proféssor Huxley started the discussion in the 
Nineteenth Century for February, and was taken 
up by Dr. Wace, Principal of King’s College, and 
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the Bishop of Peterborough, in the March num.- and annotated by Louis J. Jennings, formerly edi- 


ber of the samereview. The Professor as quickly 
responded in a thoroughly characteristic paper in 
the April number, in which he sets forth his own 
position with greater clearness and gives his oppo- 


nents a sharp overhauling. In the Fortnightly 


Review for April Mr. W. H. Mallock joins the 
fray with a paper entitled “Cowardly Agnosti- 
cism,” and points out things which will probably 
startle the public, Professor Huxley himself in- 
cluded. These articles are but the beginning of 
what promises to be an interesting and exciting 
controversy. 


Wide Awake for May brings to a close Trow- 
bridge’s popular serial, ‘‘ The Adventures of David 
Vane and David Crane,” to give place to Charles 
R. Talbot’s story of ‘‘ Sybil Fair’s Fairness;” it 
brings to a pause, too, Margaret Sidney’s ‘‘ Five 
Little Peppers Midway,” to go along with them 
next month, however, in the fresh tale of ‘‘ Five 
Little Peppers Further On.” A chapter of the 
“Children of the White House” series, by Mrs. 
Harriet Taylor Upton, is entitled ‘‘ The House- 
hold of Andrew Jackson,” and is full of anecdotes 
and pictures, twenty illustrations being given; it 
throws a ruddy firelight glow over the grim old 
warrior-President. ‘‘Men and Things” is de- 
lightfully readable, full of original anecdotes ; 
notable among them is ‘“‘ Tad Lincoln in the 
White House Kitchen in 1862,” and “ John G. 
Whittier’s Little Dog and the Singer.” We notice 
that the Wide Awake children who have under- 
taken to build the dining-room in the Ramona 
School (the Helen Hunt Memorial Building) have 
received a gift of $500 to their fund from Mr. and 
Mrs. Bradbury, of Cleveland, Ohio.

THE Public Printer of Vermont has in press a 
catalogue, with names and records, of Connecticut 
soldiers and sailors engaged in the war of the 
Revolution, the War of 1812, the Mexican War, 
and the Civil War.

N. Y. Zimes, “it was authorized by the Legis- 
lature of 1886, and has just been completed under 
the supervision of Adjt.-Gens. Smith, Camp, and 
Barbour. A large corps of clerks was employed 
on the work and it has cost the State $53,000. 
A number of the copies will be distributed among 
the different libraries, public offices, Grand Army 
posts, and Sons of Veterans corps.” 


THE world-renowned Leipzig firm of booksell- 
ers, K. F. Koehler, celebrated the centennial anni- 
versary of its formation April 6. The founder of 
the firm, Carl Franz Gottfried Koehler, born 1764, 
was the grandfather of the present proprietor: 
His family had been well known and honored 
tradesmen of Leipzig since 1668. The Koehler 
family two hundred years ago were celebrated 
tanners and famous for their excellent cordouan 
or Cordovan leather—a shiny goat-skin tanned 
and dressed in a peculiar manner similar to that 
made at Cordova, Spain, whence itsname. From 
the same word we have also the English cor- 
ruptions ‘‘cordwain” and ‘‘ cordwainer,” the 
latter being applied to workers in Cordovan 
leather and shoemakers. In 1830 his son Franz 
entered the firm, who on his death in 1873 was 


succeeded by his son, the present proprietor, 
Karl Franz Koehler. Of the old employés still 
living, mention is made of Carl Schnabel, who 
entered the house as errand-boy in 1825 and who 
has been enjoying a well-earned pension since 


1875.
